Washington—Government economy, 


tax simplification and revision were 
recommended today by Secretary o£ 
the Treasury Houston to the senate 
finance committee. 


Houston made these proposals: 
Reduction 
of 
extreme 
surtaxes; 


substantial reduction of aggregate tax- 
es collected from the people; substi- 
tute for excess profits tax; a simpler 
and more certain tax upon corporation 
income or profits and a "simple sys- 
tem" of specific sales or consumption 
tax. 


Houston opposed increased surtaxes 


and declared a total normal and sur- 
tax r.ite of 33 1-3 per cent is the high- 
est that can bo successfully collected. 
A higher rate means more evasions 
of the law, ho added. 


Oppose Bonus Bill 


He also opposed the soldiers* bonus 


•which he estimated would cost at least 
52,300,000,000 a year and possibly more 
and said he did not know how the gov- 
ernment would raise this money. Re- 
tail buying has been greatly stim- 
ulated by recent 
price reductions, 


Houston said.

The jealousy existing in 
South 


America between the A B C countries 
is a constant factor in South Ameri- 
can politics. Therefore,

Argentine sent Its delegates to the As- 
sembly at Geneva, to find Brazil a 
part of the inner circle, they wished 
a change. They became quite anx-'ous 
to take out of the structure of the 
League the restraining influence o? 
the five Great Powers 
upon League 


policies and to turn over the control 
to the smaller countries, whose vote 
in thc Assembly would npee«sirily be 
decisive, and through which the Ar- 
gentine might attain a more inffuen 
tial position. They were anxious, too. 
to introduce into the Assembly and 
League a stronger German element. 
The Argentine delegjites, 
therefore, 


pressed the consideration of an amend- 
ment by which all the members of the 
Council should be elected by a majori- 
ty of tho Assembly, instead of giving 
permanent tenure to five places to 
the Groat Powers. They also offered 
an amendment making: all - nations 
members of the League, unless they 
declined, thus bringing Germany in. 


They could not have expected to 


carry such amendments, becruse the 
League 
procedure for passing 
an 


amendment gives to any one of the 
Groat Powers the power to veto an 
amendment. It was not the defeat of 
their amendments which drove the Ar- 
gentine representatives to their im- 
patient outburst and their withdraw- 
al; it was the mere postponement of

'Reformed* Gunman Is

New York—The body of "Monk" 


Eastman, reformed gunman, "lay in 
state"- in the morgue here today. 


No 
friends 
or relatives came to 


claim the remains of the former gang- 
ster who was riddled with bullets in 
Union • square before dawn Sunday. 
His slayers escaped. 


But nevertheless, his corpse lay in 


state. Many people gained entrance 
to the morgue on the pretext of seek- 
*ng lost persons and asked to see the 
remains of "Monk." 
Police kept a 


close watch on these, thinking that 
among them there might be some of 
the gunmen and thugs who are want- 
ed in connection with the crime wave 
in New York. 


When 
funeral, arrangements ate 


made for "Monk," the police will be 
on hand as they expect that many of 
the former gunman's old cronies will 
turn up to see the last of their num- 
ber who strayed from thc crook fold, 
reformed, went to war and won high 
honors and thetf did something that 


caused 
the gangsters to send five 


bullets into his body. 


On this occasion a virtual armistice 


between the crooks and the police is 
expected to exist—for the duration 
of the funeral—except in the cases of 
men actually wanted for crimes com- 
mitted. 
The 
detectives will 
keep 


close watch 
on thc mourners, how- 


ever just in case any of the men they 
are after put in their appearance. The 
nolice do not know what offense East- 
man committed against the unwritten 
laws of the underworld that caused 
him to be slain. It is possible he was 
suspected of conveying information to 
the authorities about doings of his 
former companions. 


yAftcr a long career of crime, East- 


man reformer and enlisted in Brook- 
lyn, 
October, 1917, going overseas 


with the 27th division. He paraded on 
Fifth avenue when the division re- 
turned from war and was restored to 
citizenship.

Japan and U. S. Are Near 


Agreement on Restriction 


of Immigration.

Washington—An agreement between 


the United States and Japan on the re- 
striction of Japanese immigration is in 
sight, it wa« Indicated in official quar- 
ters today. 
The question raised by Japan's pro- 


test against the California law pro- 
hibiting land ownership by Japanese 
Is causing difficulty, however, it was 
learned. 
I Officials said they hoped to conclude 
an arrangement which would be fair to 
Japan and would protect residents of 
California and other Pacific states. It 
was understood that every effort will 
be made to avoid any action overrid- 
ing California state laws. 


California congressmen. It developed 


today, are taking a keen interest in 
the negotiations and have conferred 
with Roland S. Morris, American am- 
bassador to Tokio, who Is represent- 
ing this country. 


May Change Laws. 


There still is a possibility, It was 


learned, that the Californians them- 
selves, may settle the question amica- 
bly by legislation which would apply 
to all aliens, thus eliminating any sug- 
gestion of discrimination against Japa- 
nese. State department officials said, 
however, that the Morris-Shidehara 
negotiations had begun before the re 
cent passage of the California land 
laws and that the negotiation had not 
been greatly affected by tho amend- 
ment of these laws. 


Morris and Shidehara are seeking at 


present to draft preliminary recom- 
mendations which will be presented to 
their government for approval. 
The 


final agreement, it waa learned, will 
not necessarily take the form of a 
treaty- The position of the two go* 
ernments may be defined by an ex- 
change of correspondence, a method 
which has been employed in the past. 


It waa learned authoritatively today 


that there' have been not Japanese- 
American negotiations in which repre- 
sentatives of the British dominions 
participated. 


While Canada, Australia and New 


Zealand are known to bo sympathetic 
with the United States in this ques- 
tion, they have taken no part in the 
present discussions in Washington.

To maintain that the influence 
of the United States in a 
League 


which is to be useful to the world 
should be no greater than that of Ven- 
ezuela or China or Poland or 
the 


Czecho-Slovak state is unreasonable, 
and would not moke for the strength 
or usefulness of the Association. 


Should the action of the Argentine 


delegates not be productive of a break- 
ing up of the League, wo can bo very 
certain that the delegates will

turn, in spite of the "irrevocable" de- 
termination now expressed to remain 
out of the League. Under the terms 
of the League, two years rcmam as a 
loons pocnitentiae, during which the 
Argentine could return, with all the 
powers and privileges of a member. 
It is satisfactory to note that this ac- 
tion by the Argentine delegates is not 
receiving the approval of the leading 
newspapers of that country and that 
the delegates of the Assembly, while 
expressing polite regret at the with 
drawal of the Argentine delegates, do 
not manifest the anxious concern over 
it which the vanity of the Argentine 
delegates would welcome.

Perhaps in some phas- 
es results were disappointing, bat in pass- 
ing judgment upon -the assembly's atti- 
tude toward questions of great internation- 
al concern- it is well to bear in mind the 
fact that with lie United States not repre- 
sented and not being a member of the 
League, it obviously worked at a disad- 
vantage. However, a great deal was ac- 
complished in the promotion of better un- 
derstandings between nations and in the 
direction of peaceful relationship. 


The meeting established precedents for 


international discussion and cooperation 
going far beyond anything previously re- 
corded in human history. The League be- 
came a living reality to the delegates' 
many of whom had arrived in a very skep- 
tical mood. Every participating govern- 
ment became equipped with a staff of 
trained people familiar with the workings 
and policies of the League. 
Delegates 


from the smaller nations and from coun- 
tries recently counted as colonies played 
an unexpectedly important part in the pro- 
ceedings and proved themselves genuine 
leaders. The willingness of Japan to defer 
the questions of race equality and the 
general agreement to postpone amend- 
ments to the covenant were significant 
proofs of unwillingness to embarrass the 
League. 


The assembly proved itself an indepen- 


dent body capable of initiative and de- 
termined to assume its full share of re- 
sponsibility without any tendency toward 
arrogant self-assertion. The organization 
of the League was completed and founda- 
tions were laid for its future development 
and improvement. The adoption 
of a 


budget placed the League on a sound 
financial basis. The internal organization 
created "by the secretary general was sub- 
jected to a crucial test and found in ex- 
cellent working order. Six new states 
were admitted to membership, the admis- 
sion of two former enemy states marking 
the most important step taken so far to- 
ward a bridging of the chasms created by 
the World war. The election of China to 
the council should speed the solution of 
the Shantung problem and may assist that 
ancient empire to assume its proper place 
among the great autonomous powers of the 
world. 


Article X of the covenant was formally 


interpreted as a guaranty of action against 
unprovoked foreign aggression, and not 
as a guaranty of the territorial limits and 
political conditions established by the 
peace treaty. Everything 
possible was 


done to enable the United States to join 
the League on its own terms. The adop- 
tion of the plans for an International 
Court of Justice marks the first effective 
step toward the creation of an internation- 
al tribunal not confined to the pert of a 
mere mediator or arbitrator. An appeal 
to the various governments not to increase 
their present expenditures for armaments 


PROHIBITION OF STRIKES 


A time will come, in all probability, 


when strikes on American railroads and in 
other public utilities will be forbidden by 
law. When that is done, however, it will 
come easily and naturally, as a result of 
industrial evolution which has hardly gone 
far enough yet to warrant such a step. 


Today the nation is not ready to toler- 


ate anything so drastic. A majority of the 
employing and professional classes may 
favor it, but an overwhelming majority of 
the wage-earners are against it. No real 
reform or lasting progress can be made by 
trying to coerce that wage-earners' majori- 
ty by hostile legislation. Real progress is 
to be made only by winning their minds— 
persuading them that such a law is right 
and is consonant with American liberty. 


In the mind of any union workmen, and 


almost any non-union workmen for that 
matter, there is a feeling that however jus- 
tifiable strike prohibition may be in theory, 
in practice it means abolishing a natural 
right, the right to use the only weapon he 
regards as really effective to protect his 
interests—the right to quit working by 
general agreement when his welfare is 
threatened, and to stay away from his 
work long enough to force recognition of 
his claims. 


It is natural for workmen to think in 


this way because the machinedy of arbi- 
tration is so new and because there is no't 
yet established a system of peaceful adju- 
dication which commands their confidence. 
If the sfrikeless age is ever to be reached, 
it will be through strengthening such 
agencies and showing that they are worthy 
of confidence. Then, in time, it may be 
possible to forbid strikes without doing vi- 
olence to popular sentiment.

formulate plans for eliminating duplication 
of work, discontiuing overlapping bureaus 
and commissions and reducing administra- 
tive costs 
generally.

Reavis of Nebraska, who will head the 
committee, says he is convinced it will be 
possible to save the nation $1,000,000.- 
000 a year.

A good start in practical efficiency 
will be made, however, if the new budget 
bill goes through as it is expected to do.

ern United States, is extinct; but there 
ire at least three species of wild, pig- 
eon found today within the United 
States. All three of them are* little 
known, despite the fact that one of 
them Is Jdistributed, In a sparse and 
scattering manner, over a good part 
of the West. 


For some reason, the wild pigeon Is 


an object of exceptional popular in- 
terest, if one may judge by the num- 
ber of newspaper questions that come 
to an information bureau about it.

written on the subject. 


Nearly every American now knows 


something of the tragic and mysteri- 
ous history of the passenger pigeon,

"laces, and glutted American markets 
with its flesh. It is believed by scien- 


crops of acorns, Its favorite food, are 
found. For years afterward, if there 
are few acorns, not a bird may ap-

pear.

have another wild pigeon known as 
the white-crowned pigeon. It is rare, 
"and extremely shy, the reason being 
that it is one of the most toothsome 
at birds. A native In Key West told us 
last winter that during the tourist 
season as high as three dollars each 
is paid for the birds. It probably has 
a hard life. 


A third wild pigeon comes Into the 


United States along the Rio Grande 
on the Mexican bowler. It is called the 
red-billed pigeon, and is a large bird 
of excellent table qualities. 


Pigeons are distributed all over the 


world, and they make a most interest- 
ing study, because they illustrate so 
aptly the w#y in which environment 
affects 
the development 
of living 
creatures.

We have seen 
this bird and it looks exactly like a 
big blue domestic pigeon. It coos the 
same way, and when it rises makes 
fhe same loud clapping sound with 
the wings. It has the same peculiar 
babit 
of carrying 
its light nest of 


wigs with it when frightened during 
"he nesting season. This sounds fab- 
ulous, but is attested by Government 
scientists. It grasps the nest between 
' he legs. * Sometimes merely a singrle 
gf: is carried in this way. 
The pigeon has a way of appearing 


suddenly in large flocks where good 


South Seas where It had no natural 
enemies. It grew large, fat clumsy and 
flightless, because it had no necessity 
for being otherwise. It suddenly ac- 
rjuired some enemies when the Dutch 
discovered the island 
of Mauritius, 


which was Its home. The Dutch sail- 
ors ran it down on foot, killed it with 
clubs and ate it with great gusto. The 
last of the birds was killed in the 17th 
century, but there are written record" 
of it, and also skeletons. The same if 
true of its near relative, the solitaire, 
which was much like it, though small- 
er and a trifle quicker on its feet, so 
that it survived a few years longer. 


Pigeons live chiefly on islands, be- 


cause islands are generally free of 
the prefatory animals which destroy 
such birds. Pigeons are stupid, anr' 
are easily killed, while their nests arf 
always poorly hidden. In the tropical 
islands in Australia, where they most 
abound, pigeons nearly always live in 
trees, 
and their only enemies are 


bawks. It is interesting to note that 
these tropical pigeons nearly always 
are green or greenish in color above, 
so that the ha*vks cannot see them 
among the leaves. On the other hand, 
the 
North 
American pigeons and 


doves, 
which spend a good part of 


their time on the ground, are always 
grey in color. Nature does the best 
she can for her creatures, and man 
seems to be the one force than can 
upset her calculations. He wiped ou^ 
the dodo and passenger pigeon, just 
as ho has so many other forms tha' 
had been centuries in achieving an 
adaptation to their environment.

On the Grodovic side the regulars 


had reached Monte Calvario. On the 
Eneo side no advance had been made 
and Gen. Caviglias forces faced an ap-

machine guns and snipers* nests were 
concealed. 
Here the regulars were 


delayed by the destruction of bridges. 
The engineering forces were busy con- 
structing makeshift crossings to re- 
place the crumbled masonry.

Farrio, Caviglia's chief subordinate.

Poet Has Many Enemies 


From refugees it was learned that 


D'Annunzio had many bitter enemies 
within tha city. They objected to the 
manner of the legionnaires who, they 
said, treated Fiume 
as a. conquered 


city and gave the civilians no recog- 
nition. They disliked D'Annunzio's 
militarization of civilian employes al- 
BO. Most of the destruction thus far 
has been caused by the legionnaires, 
they said. The poet's troops were ac- 
cused of mining many buildings as 
well as streets and bridges.
